ELYRIA, Ohio, Nov. 9,—Five work- 
men were instantly killed and five 
others seriously injured in an explo- 
sion early today which demolished the 
manufacturing plant of the Timms 
Spring company. 

The blast occurred when one of the 
employes lighted a cigarette in a room 
filled with gas, The men killed were 
so badly lacerated that identification 
was impossible at first, The injured 
ws rete burned. 

Tools anc equipment of the plant, a 
one-storey bullding, were scattered 
about, some of them lodging in nearby 
trees. The detonation was reported 
heard as far away as a mile,

Famous S.F. Bomb

DAYTON, Ohio, Nov. 9,.—Frank O. 
Stevens, aged inmate of the National

BELLAIRE, Ohio, Nov, 9.—Mrs,

But the fact is nevertheless estab- 
shed that at the battle of Edgehill 
on October 23, 1642—the first en-

Total Awards 
Were Made From 1915 


to 1918

The Victoria Cross has been award- | 
ed to 76 Canadians, so far as can be | 
ascertained, since the institution of 
the decoration on Jan, 29, 1856, This 


is recalled by the banquet which is 
being eheld in London in honor of 
heroes, At} 
this function the Prince of Wales will | 
meet many recipients of the honor, 
among whom is a strong contingent | 
from Canada, 


During the Great War 61 members | 


of the Canadian Corps (including the 
Canadian Cavalry Brigade) were 
awarded the decoration, Of that total 
26 were born in Canada, one half of 
whom still survive. Six provinces are 
represented in the birthplaces of these 


men, as indicated in the following 
tabulation 

Ontario, 10; Quebec, 6; Nova Scotia, 
3; New Brunswick 3; Manitoba 3; 


British Columbia 1. 

English-born Canadian soldiers up- 
on whom the Victoria Cross was con- 
ferred numbered 14, Scottish 10, and 
Irish 5, 

Four recipients of the honor were 
relatives of the United States; there 
was one Dane and one Russian, 

Exclusive of the Royal Air Force, in 
whose service four Canadian filers 
earned the Victoria Cross, another 
quartette of Canadians are known to 
have had the decoration bestowed up- 
on them during the Great War--two 
in the Imperial army and two in the 


Royal Navy, The total awards to Can- 
adians from 1915 to 1918 thus 
amolnted to 69, 

Of the seven that remain, one re- 


ceived the Victoria Cvoss in the Crim- 
ean War (1854); one during the In- 
dian Mutiny (1857); a third at Little 
Andaman Island in the Bay of Ben-

Indian Mutiny 

The Indian Mutiny brought the 
Victoria Cross to a Canadian in the 
person of Surgeon H, 'T. Read, a native 
of Perth, Ont. Ee was a medical of- 
ficer of the 61st regiment, the Glau- | 
cestershires, and eventually rose to be 
surgeon-general of the British army. 
It was during the slege of Delhi, in 
September, 1857, that Read, tending 
some wounded men tn the street, was 
greatly troubled by Bepoys who had 
ensconsced themselves on the roofs 
of nearby houses and were firing on 
the injured, Summoning ten men of 
his regiment, the gallant doctor 
charged the mutineers and drove 
them off. Two days later, Read was 
first up into the breach of the maga- 
vine at Delhi, which his regiment 
stormed on Sept, 16, 1857, and with 
the ald of a sergeant spiked one of 
the enemy's guns,

When the 100 delegates expected to attend the sixth an- 
nual convention of the Alberta section of the Canadian Labor 
party have been seated the first gun that will be fired will be 
a move to expel the communist party from the ranks of the 
party. This move is being taken by the executive of the Cana- 
dian Labor party to combat a resolution passed recently by 
the communist party of Canada, which, it was considered, 
would destroy the present organization. 

The text of the report submitted by the executive com- 
mittee of the party dealing with this resolution is as follows: 


Impressive Occasion 
Hall of Legislative 
Building 


Soldier dead of the Great War of 
1914-1918 were commemorated at a 


specially impressive service held in the | 


main rotunda of the legislative build- 
ings at 11 a.m. on Saturday. The ser- 
vice was under the auspices of the 
Civil Service Association, 

The galleries were filled’ to over- 
flowing with members of the Civil 
Service staff, while large representa- 
tions were present from the up-town 
government offices, including the tele- 
phons, mines, vital statistics and Al- 
berta Provincial Police, 

Flanders poppies were to be seen on 
all sides and many spectators wore 
the flower, 

J, F, E. Carman, on behalf of the 
Association, as a former transport of- 
ficer of the 49th battalion, the Ed- 
monton regiment, was in charge of 
the service and read an introductory 
passage as follows:— 

“Another year has passed and 
once again we have gathered together 
at the place where their names are 
carved, to remember that at their 
country’s call, they went from our 
midst and, enduring hardship and sut- 
fering, finally gave their lives on the 
altar of sacrifice. No longer are 
they with us, but we cherish their 
memory in the hope that they shall 
not have died in vain; that the ideals 
for which they strove, be not forgot- 
ten, and their names shall live for 
evermore.” 

Then there followed a simple but 
moving ceremony. In succession, the 
names of all members of the Civil 
Service who yielded their lives on the 
many hard fought fields of France 
and Flanders, were called and from 
the depths of the building there came 
the response of a rolling, muffled 
drum, each name ending with a sub- 
dued beat, played by Donald Blackie 

Little Mary Carman then stepped 
forward and placed a wreath at the 
foot of the tablet bearing the names 
of those who paid the supreme price. 

Trumpeter A, Doncaster played the 


General Salute, and the gathering 
stood to attention. 
Then there followed two minutes 


silence, during which all heads were 
bowed and during which the whole 
war in its mighty panorama flashed 
across the mind, Many an eye was 
wet as the memory of the departed 
came surging férth, 

From the heights of the large dome 
then there came that most poignant 
and effective of all bugle calls, toe 
“Last Post,’ played by ‘Trumpeter 
Doncaster. 

Scarcely an eye was dry as its notes 
echoed and re-echoed throughout the 
corridors, 

Marcaret Brock then recited Col 
John McCrae’s “In Flanders Fields” 
and the service closed with the sound- 
ing of “Reveille”.

Includes All 

Magistrate Primrose recently an- 
nounced in police court he construed 
the bylaw to mean that a license 
would be required of a merchant even 
if he purchased but one used article 
during the year, and would fine al! 
violators. The commissioners and 
city solicitor, after a conference 
reached a view that the magistrate’ 
view was incorrect 

However, convictions have been reg- 
stered and appeals entered by stores 
affected. F, Nye, book dealer, was 
in police court 
Mr. Nye attended the meeting of the 
committee and announced he woyld 
appeal the magistrate's ruling He 
sald he dealt in second-hand schoo) 
and educational books only, while the 
great. bulk of his business was deal- 
ing in new books. 

Gorman’'s Ltd. wrote to the com- 
mittee pointing out that 98 per cent 
of their business was dealing in new 
machinery and two per cent in second 
hand machinery, but under the magis- 
trate’s ruling they would be classed as 
second hand dealers 

Both Mayor Bury and Ald. Collissor 
‘hought the magistrate's decision im- 
proper, and the magistrate pointed 
out that it would be absurd to con- 
sider a large departmental store, for 
example, a second hand store merely 
because they accepted some used ar- 
ticle as a trade-in on a new article 
He said that the great majority of 
stores followed this practice.

at the beginning of each school term 

Ald. Bellamy thought the amend-

Revelations, 9:15 is quoted freely by | 
the supporters of the theory: “And | 
the four angels were loosed which were 
prepared for an hour and a day and 
a month and a year for to slay the 
third part of men.” In addition to 
this Biblical reference, which is in- 
terpreted to mean that the end of 
the world will start on the 11th hour 
of the 11th day of the 11th year after 
the end of the late Great War by a 
process not quite clear to the unini- 
tiated, the construction of the Egyp- 
tlan pyramids has been analyzed and 
oeclared to offer substantiation of the 
theory, 

The British Israelites Association is 
one of the strongest adherents to the 
pyramid construction theorles and in 
the past have made numerous_predic- 
tions of the end of the world” which 
the members stated they had derived 
from those historic piles in Egypt.

The word 
“murder” is not infrequently on the 
lips of the people, 

First there came the arrest of Rob- 
ert B. McPherson, a young bank clerk 
who was charged with the murder of 
his estranged wife Virginia. The body 
}of Mr McPherson was found with 
a pyjama cord tightly twisted about 
the neck, and the death wag first 
written as suicide, Robert J, Allen, 
# police officer, contended against his 
superiors, asserting the youthful nurse 
had been murdered 

A few days later Marjorie O'Donnel! 
was strangled by her suitor, Dexter 
|Churehill Dayton. He gave himself 
up, Then a man engaging in a drunk- 
ev brawl was shot dead by a police- 
}man, a mother killed her baby and

Prevision ts among the most dilfti- 


cult of psychic phenomena to explain, 
‘There is, for instance, no means of de- 
ducing the reasons for the dream in 
which John Willlams, a Cornish mine 
manager, had a presentment of the 
assassination of Spencer Perceval, 
Tory prime minister of Great Britain 

Willlam foresaw the sssassination 
down to the last detail, On three oc- 
casions he dreamed that he saw a 
small man in a blue coat and white 
waistcoat enter the lobby of the house 
of commons, whereupon another man, 
in a snuff colored coat, drew a pistol 
from under his coat and shot the little 
man in his left breast 

The repetition of hts dream alarmed 
Willams, who made inquiry as to 
what public official answered the de- 
scription of the vietim of the shooting, 
Being told that the little man in the 
blue coat seemed to be Mr, Perceval, 
chancellor of the exchequer, he seri- 
ously considered golng to London to 
warn him, However his friends argued 
him out of the project 

‘This was unfortunate, Soon Perceval 
was shot down in the lobby of the 
house of commons by John Belling- 
ham & monomaniac 

‘Thig was on May 11, 1812. ‘The in- 
cident has become historic, It's chief 
point of interest is that Willlams had 
never had the alightest connection 
with Mr. Perceval, Why should he 
have been selected to receive warning 
of an event so far removed from him? 

A similar question might be asked 
in relation to a more modern instance 
of prevision, This is reported by J. W 
Dunne, a noted British aeronautical 
engineer and author of “An Experl- 
ment With Time,” 

In the spring of 1902 Dunne was 
stationed in whet was then the Orange

Expert In Turkey Raising 


Once Fowl Were Imported From Ontario and Quebec, 
But Today the Province Sends Turkeys to Toronto, 


By HELEN M. BOYLE 
For days preparations have 
going on, and at least the family and 
guests are gathered around the table 
for ‘Thanksgiving dinner, For a min- 
ute or two things are rather quiet and 
then the turkey ts brought tn, golden 
brown and piping hot, How jolly 
things are now 
“Gee, it's a whopper,” young Bil) 
whistles, “I want the wishbone,” his 
young sister exclaims, and “Don't for- 
get about the drumstick,” says Big 
Brother, who is home for the holiday 
As the head of the family begins to 
carve, the Thanksgiving dinner is on 
King of Table Birds is the title 
which has been given to the turkey 
and well it ts deserved by its deilcate 
and delicious flavor, It is hard to 
imagine a successful holiday dinner 
without it Yet in early English 
literature we read of the “festive 
board” with venison, goose or suckling 
ig, but there is no mention of tur- 
eys. This reminds us that the tur- 
key is a native of this continent and 
fs one of our contributions to the 
world’s food supply. Although the 
turkey has been introduced in Europe 
and is growing in popularity, it has 
not yet replaced the goose as the holl- 
day bird 
Pioneers Shot Wild Turkeys 
The story of the Pilgrim fathers 
killing wild turkeys for their Thanks- 
giving dinner is well known, but an 
equally interesting story could be told 
of early Canadian pioneers who shot 
wild turkeys for festive occasions or 
simply for food. The habitat of the 
wild turkey extended over the ccuntry 
which is now the United States, Mexi- 
co and the western peninsula of 
Ontario, Wild turkeys were plentiful 
in eastern Canada in the early days 
and there are men still living in 
Ontario who remember having shot 
them, The early Canadian pioneers 
also trapped turkeys in a very simple 


way. Grain was put inside a box with 
a low opening at the bottom, The 
| bird, attracted by a string of corn 


leading to the box, would stoop down 
and go in. After eating «s much as 
he wanted the bird would put his head 
up and start to go out but he was 
never able to get out as he wouldn't 
think of putting his head down again 
No doubt the philosopher could find 
in this situation another reason for 
not going Around with one’s head in 
the alr, or perhaps he would think ft 
better never to stoop, no matter how 
attractive the prize may look 
Who Domesticated Turkey?

War have all been solved to 
the satisfaction of our mod- 
ern skeptics, But no one can 
take away the historical and 
legendary reasons why the 
eleventh day was taken from 
November to declare a cessa- 
tion from the most terrible of 


all wars, 

In the year 316 there was a son 
born to pagan parents in ancient 
Hungary (Pannonia). His name was 
Martin. In his early years he hed 
heard of Christianity, and he had 
sought knowledge so that he might be 
baptized. His father heard of the in- 
struction, and forced his son to aban- 
don it, and fo into the army. He was 
then about 15 years of age. 

Saw Fiery Cross 

The young Hungarian went with 
Constantine on his march to Rome, It 
is an historical fact that on this 
march, a fiery cross appeared in the 
heavens one night, On the Cross were 
the Greek letters meaning “Christ.” 
Constantine took it for a sign, “By 
this conquer.” [fore the battle of 
Saxa Rubra Constantine had a vision 
which told him to inscribe the cross 
with its letters on the shields of his 
soldiers, He did this, And in so doing, 
inscribed the motto on the shield of 
the Hungarian boy Martin, The battle 
was won, 

But being a great humanitarian, hi 
returned to his native Hungary and 
sought to Christianize his parents and 
as many of his countrymen as poss- 
ible, Ailer some yea's of labor tn his 
own land, he returned to France 
Here he founded the first convent 
Into this he received twenty-four 
monks, and they lived here a very 
strict and virtuous. life, 

Made Bishop of Tours 

The fame of this recluse spread 
abroad, for he wrought miracles lke 
the apostles. He was very modest and 
protested strongly But in spite of 
all his protestations he was made 
Bishop of Tours. But notwithstand- 
ing this honor, he remained &@ pa- 
tlent, humble Christian—the servant 
and counsellor of his fellow men tl 
he reached his elghtieth year 

Weakness of age overtook him, and 
he lay dying. His disciples gathered 
around and wept But in triumph of 
@ life well spent, Martin, Bishop oi 
Tours, prayed unceasingly till the 
eleventh day of November, 396, when 
he died 

He became a saint in the Catholic 
Church. He,had seen the fiery cross 
of Constantine in the heavens, He 
had worn the shield inscribed with 
the cross and the motto—"By thir 
conquer.” He had been a soldier and 
a traveller, But he had from his 
youth lived in the Church, It js then 
no wonder that Martin, Bishop of 
Tours, should be chosen patron saint 


of soldiers, 

General Foch was an arden 
Frenchman, It was not by accident 
that the Armistice was declared in| 


celebration of St, Martin's Day

commenced in New England the wild 
turkey was domesticated From the 
original wild turkey, the largest of the 
game birds, quite distinct breeds have 
been developed, the giant bronze ture- 
key being the favorite in Alberta, 

The turkey is still a wild bird come 
pared with the hen, which was domes- 

vated about five thousand years 
earlier, For instance, the turkey hen, 
after hatching the eggs will, if left 
alone, _ take her flock and wander 
away, following her wild inclinations, 
and her chicks will probably fall prey 
to coyotes or other animals, 80 per- 
sistent is this tendency that many 
turkey raisers use a large hen ty hatch 
the eggs. Even with the safest kind 
of a mother hen, however, close watch 
must be kept on the poults for the 
first few weeks. Another method of 
overcoming this wild instinct 1s to tle 
the mother turkey by the leg or to 
shut her and her family into a netted 
enclosure, 

Farmer's Wife Is Expert 

The farmer's wife is generally the 
turkey expert of the family and most 
of the leading turkey raisers of the 
province are women, ‘Turkey chicks 
are very delicate for the first five 
weeks and they cannot be allowed to 
run in wet grass or they will die, They 
thus require careful wal Sing which 
the farmer's wife can give more readi- 
ly than her husband. Some of the 
women who raise turkeys as well as 
doing the thousand and one things 
that must be done by the farmer's 
wife have sold their birds for as much 
as six hundred dollars at the end of 
the season. Cheques for two hundred 
or three hundreds dollars will be the 
pin-money received shortly by women 
in all parts of the province for their 
year's work in raising turkeys In 
some parts of Alberta turkey raising 
has developed from a side line into 
the main activity and excellent 
hatcheries are being established. 

Alberta Used to Import Fowl 

In the early days in Alberta large 
quantities cf turk..s were tmported at 
Christmas time from Ontario and 
Quebec, Today the condition is re- 
verved Alberta grows more turkeys 
than it can consume and the surplus 
is shipped to the east, Toronto and 
Montreal are the main distributing 
centres, Occasionally the American 
market is invaded although the tariff 
of 6 cents a pound on dressed fow) is 
almost prohibitive Chicago, Boston 
and New York buy Alberta turk ya 
so the twin brother of your 'Thanks- 
giving turkey may be served at the 
Ambassador Hotel on Monday at 
twelve dollars a plate, 

Sunny Alberta is a particularl, sull- 
able place for turkeys as they seem to 
thrive best in a comparatively dry 
climate. The invigorating nature of 
our climate produces a firm white 
fleshed bird which makes {t superior 
to the flesh of American birds grown 
in the southern states, 

The turkey indu cry 1s developing 
rapidly in Alberta and one of the reas- 
ons is that eastern markets have been 
established and Alberta turkey. have 
the reputation of being of a high 
standard, ‘The grading of the cars 
which are shipped east is very strict 
and the high quality of the packs has 
made it possible at times to obtain 
premiums over other packs 

Market Fluctuates 

While the turkey industry fs In- 
creasing generally it fluctuates from 
year to year on account of crop cor- 
ditions, After one or two good years 
the production of poultry decreases 
while after a comparatively poor year 
farmers realize the benefits of the 
sidelines and turn their attention to 


them again 

Although Canadians consume more 
eggs per capita than the people of 
other nations we do not eat as much 
poultry as our neighbors to the south, 
At the present time a@ campaign for 
increased consumption of turkeys 
being put on tn the eastern cities 
which will no doubt benefit Alberta 
turkey raisers, ce 

n another six weeks eighty-five per 
on of Alberta turkeys will be no 
more, for most of the birds are mar- 
keted between the first week in No- 
vember and the third week in Decem~ 
ber, for ‘Thanksgiving, Christmas and 
New Year's festivities. After New 
Year's turkey marketing ceases,

Old scores are paid off as well 
as the crew. 

“Tam the arbiter,” said he, “and if the cap 
ain and crew can not agree then it becomes a 
civil action.” 

It is not possible to witness this paying off 
“comedy every day of the week. The Canadian 
Merchant marine being of Canadian register 
pay off in Montreal! but the other three large 
shipping companies pay off in an English port. 
The rule is that the sailor signs off in the port 
in which he signs on. And that greatly lessens 
the amount of money available for nautical 
whoopee in Montreal. 

“A ship's captain,” said Montreal’s shipping 
master “can make advances from accrued wages 
when in port. But he can not be compelled to 
If he chooses to refuse a sailor spending 
money he is within his rights.” 

There are always tightwad captains. So 
there is always outside Captain Gray's door 
a crowd of sailors without spending money 
waiting to be entertained by the crews that 
have been paid off. 


You Know Him By His Book

“No real seaman ever robs another sea 
man” said Captain Grey, “It is what we call 
“bums” who do that, the wharf rats, the 
deserters who have no ship and no standing.”

a man without @ passport in a foreign country, 
has no standing. 

Taking one from the pile in his vault the 
shipping master said, “Here is a man who 
signed on in Montreal and went to Liverpool. 
He signed there for Australia and deserted in 
Sydney. You see the entry here, “deserted.” 
The book was sent back to me since this was 
the port in which he signed on. He can not 
get his book back except by coming uecre, and 
if he claims it nd uses it again that desertion 
written into his records will always be a black 
mark against him.” 

That book is the sailor’s open sesame at hir 
clubs, the institute which is supported by en 
downmert from the Navy League and by an 
nual subscriptions from the federal ana muni 
cipal governments, the shipping companies and 
many generous Montree' citizens. The club of- 
ficials tell a sailor not by his rolling gait, or 
his horny hands, but by his book. If he has no 
book he is no sailor, or merely that sea pariah, 
a deserter 

The book alse determines what billiard rooms 
in the clubs he can enter, for it gives his rat 
ing. All the social distinctions of the sea per- 
ist on shore, Theve are separate biliard rooms 
fer captains, for first mates and engineers, for 
stewards, and for stokers and firemen, And 


when | asked if in the excitement of competi- 
tion, they did not sometimes challenge one an- 
other and meet in duels at the billiard table my 
guide said, “A steward and a stoker will not 
play together or enter each other’s room, It is 
unthinkable.” 

But the tavern is more destructive of ocean 
caste than the institute which is called by the 
British sailors “The Bethel.” I did see stew- 
ards and stokers drinking together. 

Bume try .c “roll” the Bethel, so much so 
that recently it has had to have police protec- 
tion from pseudo salts, but not so the genuine 
tar. “We give them credit for meals and lodg- 
ing to some etxent and the most of it was paid 
back,” I wa. told. “Only to-day a sailor came 
in and said “When I was in port twe years 
ago I had a night’s sodging I did not pay for. 


Here is the thirty-five cents,” 
As in the big hotely a filing system keeps 
track of each guest’s account, I was shown 


many cards whfeh proved that the institute cast 
its bread on the waters and got it back after 
many days. 

The majority of the ship arrivals in Mont- 
real are at the week-end, and on Saturday night 
the institute tu.ns itself frankly and unasham- 
edly into a temperance society, and, with tea 
and sandwiches, voca selections, elocution and 
temperance addresses, valiant even if 
somewhat unsuccessful with the sur- 
rounding taverns.

In a big assembly room about forty sat 
meekly while av  aimost equal number of 
earnest looking ladies ministered to them with 
tea and song. There were gospel hymns and 
a recitation which concluded as follows: “When 
they laid him in the cold damp ground all pre- 
ent vowed never to lift the crystal tempter to 
their lips or trifle with the demon drink.” 

In the inctitute’s report the average atten- 
dance at these meetings is given as 91, but 
there were easily 150 sailors in the nearest 
tavern, each with a crystal tempter in his 
hand. The reason for the diserepaney perhaps 
was that the entertainment was free and gave 
no scope, for the sailor’s psychology of spend- 
ing. 


Why They Call Montreal Tame 


COULD not believe that the men I saw at the 

tavern tables giving full vent to their ego 
with violent expletives were the same mek in- 
dividuals 1 had seen earlier in the day sianding 
in blue dungarees eilent at windlasses and 
gangplanks, or obsequiously in white barber 
coats carrying hand bags to the passenger's 
rendezvous with customs men. When they come 
ashore they throw away more than money, they 
throw away a mask. Strange to say they gave 
me no impression of the sea. Had I been asked 
their profession I could not have defined it. 

I said to one man whe turned out to be a 
«toker, “How do you get rid of your money at 
five cents a glass for beer? If you drank forty, 
which is surely a good cargo, you would only 
be out $2.” 

“I'll show you a quicker way,” he replied. 

He led me into the street to a nearby soft 
drink parlor. Several seamen dozed against 
the wall. A pianist sat on a platform, Six 
girls lounged against the counter, 

They immediately sat down beside us and 
around us. Just as immediately one of them 
said, “Won't you suy us a drink.” 

“What is your nationality?” I asked. 

“Thirty cents,” was her reply.

The drinks were only raspberry essence and 
lemon sour but they were thirty cents apiece 
The pianist came <crward and solicited « dona- 
tion to music as well as a drink, nau by that 
time the girls having hastily swallowed their 
first glass wantec a second. And also a box 
of candy. 

A cop same’ in and chatted with the proprie- 
tor. One of the girls said, “Won’t you buy the 
policeman a cigar.” 

“You see how it is done,” said the stoker 
with a grin, He could laugh, for the joke was 
not on him but me, 

Clients were few in the place at the time 
but he informed me that after the taverns were 
closed flocks of sea gulls would swoop into it 
and give full play to their spending complex. 
All they got was a temperance drink and a 
smile from the waitresses, But it was one of 
the easiest and at the same time most innocent 
ways of getting ‘rid of the cash that burned 
their fingers. The up-town dance halls are after 
al! much dearer than this water-front cabaret. 

Back in the tavern a stewed steward told 
me of quicker routes to bankruptey than soft 
drink sirens, “I know # hundred dives,” he 
boasted. And he also knew a way of getting 
ten dollars.
